A Scientific Balloon Ascent. 

Mr. Homy Coxweipthe colobrated len - 
naut, writes to the Jjondon papers: — "The 
feature of tee Transadantic Pxi)editi(jn 
which offered the greatest attraction to 
my owniflind was tbo service it might 
render to meleorioal science, provided the 
Ain'3rioan inronauts bad •si'iblishod tho 
hypothesis of a constant and reliable cur- 
rent at a given altitude from tho earth's 
surface. Aiming uiKiuestioiialdy high, 
they certainly undertook to solve this 
Iiroblem, and it would he uiigenorous to 
deny to them the lioiiour of having ven- 
tilated the snhjoet. It id, perhaps, for- 
tuna!e tboy only succeed .'d in ventilating 
their balloon. Tlie next thing whiidi ap- 
))onrod to me most de.'.iralilc was really to 
do something, liowo-v^'r little, to ])romote 
tlii-i ill torestiipg i iquiry. ;\.cjo;diiitrly, on 
Monday, the Lliinil iii.^t, 1 gave orders to 
bring out tho celebrated Nas.saii balloon, 
as I intended, although unfitted as to 
health, to know more about tho westerly 
zone of ntmossphere which the san,t,"iiiiio 
JirofiissuVS placed su much colilhlelico ill. 
I'lesuining that three hours' diligent 
search would be in-idorahle to a whole 
montli's taUiin;;, the v Ty lirsi oppnrtiiiiity 
war} seized to coiniiieiua! the inflation. 
A telegram was forthwith despatched to 
Phillip Asliton, lilsq., who had made more 
than :!() nseents, chiefly with mo, and who 
now wished to oiigagi' the car and defray 
the expent^es of the tri'p. Dr. George It. 
Irviii was also invited lo take a se;il,, and 
by the sido of myself and luy experiencod 
assistant, a place was reserved for ^^r. C. 
H. Bowdler, who liad coiisti ucted an in- 
gonious fan which I had promised to test 
for some time, but bad b( on iiroventod 
from doing ao owing to bodily suflering. 
In reviewing aonio of my ascents for sci- 
cnlific obje(!ts, I cannot find that a west- 
erly w-ind blowing with great speed was 
ever detected, but it occured to 1110 that 
it was just possible a <iuick rise and des- 
cent might havo provoiitod those luinuto 
ohaorvations which are so essoutial in 
matters of this sorts; fresh observations, 
therefore, woro desirable, imdor condi 
tions which eoiild not f;iil lo set any 
doulits at rest. These were - lu'st, a wind 
that was not west at starling; secondly, a 
clear sky, so that thn course of the bal- 
loon could bo definitely ascertained; and 
thirdly, that some kind of mechanical 
contrivanci! might bo used to aid in keep- 
ing at tho height at about 10.000 feet. 
Althougli it wan my desire to oonduct the 
proceedings iirivately, still it soon got 
bn/.zod about that tiiis was the iihrnticai 
balloon in wdiich t'liarles (iieen cro.ised 
tho (dianncl, and from which Mr. Cocking 
deceuded iu a parachute, Ills life having 
pifld tliapehalty."

Albcr Ellis, of England, issued a chal- 
lenge last July to wrestle any man in Am- 
erica, Devonshire style, for 'ijDlKJ a aide. 
JohnMcMahon, of llutland, Yt., prompt- 
ly accepted Ellis's chnllengo, and agreed 
to wrestle him, although the Dovonshiie 
stylowas unknown to him. Tho match 
camo_ oil' last August. After a long nnd 
exciting struggle for over tliroo hours it 
was decided a draw, much to the dissatis- 
faction of many. It was finally decided 
that another contest should take place at 
Harry Hill. McMahon is claimed as tho 
ch.ampion wrestler of America and 
Ellis won the champion cup of England 
for his stylo of wrestling. Discarding tho 
old "sido hold," "run and catch," "col- 
lar and olbow," .tc. , tlio Devonshires ap- 
pear in loose linen jaidcets, and each aims 
to get a poeiiiiar hold of the other with 
one hand. No fall is counted such un- 
less both shoulders nnd one hip or both 
hips and ouo shouhlor touch the floor. 
This match was, it may bo said, botweon 
a tei-rior and n bulldog. Ellis is light 
compact, and weighs aliout h'O pounds. 
He looks jilucky and enduring, but his 
only chance with McMahon was to catch 
him ofl' his guard and throw him by a 
trick. The hatter is a picture of brawn, 
and weighs lUO pounds. Ellis is thor- 
oughly acquainted with all the tricks of 
the trade. Ho always took the initiative. 
He would approach his antagonist bent 
double and peering at him to find a favor- 
able opening. They spun around in all sorts 
of positions. All through tho lirst of tho 
contest Ellis was flung easily at nearly 
every round, bnt managed by agility to 
strike on not more than one or two of tho 
three points. On the fifth round of the 
second "heat" both canio to their knees, 
which was tho only sign of success for 
Ellis. On tho seventh and last round of 
the lirst '-heat," Ellis gota fall that tho 
referee pronounced a regular Devonshire. 
There was much dispute over this, and an 
interval interspersed with clog dancing 
nnd leg drama, with which also the en- 
tertainment had been introilucnd. Ellis 
had no chance in the third bout, and suf- 
fered four heavy falls in eight trials, but 
managed to avoid a acjuaro throw. At tho 
eighth trial McMahon, in falling, ran his 
head under Ellis' right log, and a fonl 
was claimed nnd allowed, making a tie. 
When the fourth bout was called, Ellis 
challengod Homar Lane to wrestle one 
holdeaohund toss-uj) for the lucky bout. 
Lane acce])ted, and tho match will be ar- 
ranged on tho 31st inst. T'liis liout lasted 
for twenty-two trials, and McMahon had 
all he could do lo prevent himself falling 
niidei- his puny opponent. Ellis was 
violently thrown fourteen times, and at 
tlio twenty-second trial McMahon landed 
him s(piroly on his back, and the decision, 
a "fair fall," was challenged by no one.
